LETTER PROM MISSISSIPPI. 

Mr. Editor:—W e have been recently in- 
irmed that your paper has been coming to 
Ontroville Post Office for about a year, ad¬ 
dressed to h certain “Mr. Fnsset.” As an act 
of kindness we avuil ourselves of this oppor¬ 
tunity to inform you that your design has been 
thwarted; for you have entirely faded to gull 
anyone. It is evident that there is no such 
person here, arid it is presumable and believ 
ed that you know of no one, but merely wish 
your sheet, pregnant with vile vituperations 
and disgraceful denunciations, to have a little 
circulation. That is, you desire that your 
infallible and wholesome oracles may be pro¬ 
mulgated among the ignorant and cruel Imr- 
hariuns of the (South, and thereby you may 
he instrumental in warding off a lurid cloud 
surcharged with destruction. What kind 
and philanthropic men this enlightened 
age has produced I Men who stand like Ccr- 
herus «t the gates of Hades, with the forty 
thousand heads of a hydra, to prevent blind, 
infatuated and infuriated beings liko we are 
from rushing headlong into a bottomless abyss 
amid the leapings of angry flames to kiss the 
murky wnll that contain them.

Bloomfield, Me., Nov. 20th, 1845.

A FEW WORDS TO OUR FRIENDS. 

You are nware that in August, 184£$litfter 
this paper had continued in various forms 
during about four years, and much money be¬ 
yond its income had been expended on it, it 
wus about to stop finnlly. By the advice of 
friends, and with an income far abort of its 
expenses, wo took the paper upon our own 
hands and without a single interruption have 
issued it weekly till the present time without 
embarrassing it with debt. The closest and 
most rigid economy has been practiced, and 
friends have been kind; and by unwearied 
diligence and not a little self-denial tho pa¬ 
per lives and has considerably increased its ( j, 
circulation. 

During the same time, by means of the 
press, public addresses, a necessarily exten¬ 
sive correspondence, fkc., Ike., wc have per¬ 
formed for the cause nearly or quite one half 
the labor of an agent— gratis —and without 
receiving enough to pay travelling expenses, 
besides paying from our own lean pocket in 
the same time for printing, postage, etc., more 
probably for the cause than any other 
the state, with two or three exceptions.— 
Whether this labor has been useful to one of 
the best of causes, others must judge. Thnt 
it hus been without errors, wo do not pretend. 
The testimony of opposers to the efficiency of] 
efforts is certainly unequivocal. Our 
leading object has been to do what we could 
to prepare a body of intelligent, thorough, 
reliable men on whom the cause could safely 
rest in all emergencies. This was considered 
far more important at present than a rapid in¬ 
crease of numhers. Whatever feeble influ¬ 
ence we may have contributed to this result, 
the end is attained, equally at least with any 
other state. The attitude of the cause, the 
firmness and energy of its friends, are not ex¬ 
ceeded elsewhere. 

The time has now come when this paper, 
if it is sufficiently useful to the cause to be 
'ortby of it, ought to support itself. If the 
present permanent condition of the cause ami 
the number of its friends will not secure for it 

living circulation, it ought not to live, and 
will not live at all. In Connecticut there is 
about one liberty paper taken, to each liberty 
voter; while io Maine, but about one in five. 
In no other State is the liberty press less effi¬ 
ciently supported. Probably there are liberty 
voters enough in the State taking and support¬ 
ing papers directly hostile to their cause, to 
afford liberal support to our liberty papers.— 
This is a painful fact, which those who toil to 
support anti-slavery pnpers deeply feel. Is 
it consistent? Is it right? 

The season of theycar has now coinc when 
the circulation of this paper can be increased, 
if ever. A few hundred more paying sub¬ 
scribers would afford it a comfortable support, 
and if we are not mistaken, meet the necessi¬ 
ties of the cause. But this work must be per¬ 
formed by its friends and to them we submit 
the subject. We cannot struggle with diffi¬ 
culties like the past always. If the Liberty 
party in Maine can do without pn|>ers it 
would be desirable to know it; but if it can¬ 
not, they must be supported. Wc respect¬ 
fully ask for this subject whatever considera- 
io and acliou it deserves. A general effort 
all the towns would probably be all that is 
needed to give efficiency and strength to our 
papers, and cheer tbe hearts of those who 
have toiled long for tbeir support.

NOT A QUESTION OF MEN 

It should be distinctly and universally un¬ 
derstood that the object of the Liberty party 
is not to put up or put down any particular 
class of inen, either good or bad. Its direct 
object is not to elect even good men to office, 
although that is included among the designs 
to which it means faithfully to adhere. The 
great question of this party is not one of men, 
of principles. Its object is lo employ 
the government of the United States, as its 
constitution requires, for purposes of Liberty, 
and those only; whereas it is now employed 
first of ull for human enslavement.
